The following is about 
a third of an article in the Collector 
and Emmitter by Ted Heithecker, 
W5EJ. Iwish we had space to print 
aGail, 
“Let us consider ‘Incentive Licensing! for a moment... . to some that is an eighteen 
letter catastrophe, while to others just a mole-hill. The number of pro's and con's on 
incentive licensing exactly equals the number of Amateurs collected together at a given 
moment. Incase you didn't mow, ARRL did not propose incentive licensing as we have 
it. . « to many the concept is not objectionable. . . . and to those in power in the FCC 
it appeared that it was necessary to try to get laggard Amateurs interested in upgrading 
their knowledge and thus justify the privilege of being an Amateur. It was believed that 
the added incentive of extra frequency privileges might work, In many cases it did, and 
is still working, but there are many cases there is real hard-nosed resistance to doing 
anything at all in return for the opportunity to participate in Amateur Radio. The ARRL 
has urged that Amateurs support the Rules, as adopted, and has rightly argued that up- 
grading of talent is a requirement for continued justification of our use of the limited 
radio frequencies. Remember, that as unfair as you may believe the Rules, 15 year- 


olds and 75 year-olds have been successful in passing the required tests for 'Extra-Class" 


licenses. If you have ''Extra Class" congratulations - and if you don't have it the reason 
is of your own choice. No one but you can force yourself to refuse to study and pass the 
minimal examination requirement - as of now it still has to be earned!" 


"Speaking of frequencies - from 160 meters down to the microwave range. It is difficult 
to understand the demond for radio communication facilities. Those of us who have radio 
as a hobby are unaware of the number of users of the HF, VHF and UHF frequencies. I 
have recently returned from California on a job which required that I be familiar with 
some of the allocation problems in that area. While in California I found that there are 
almost 150,000 fixed and mobile 2-way communications stations along the west coast 
alone...these are, pipeline, power, gas, public safety, industrial and every other con- 
ceivable type of user of communications equipment. They are desperate for frequencies - 
and who among we amateurs can honestly feel that our chatter on 2 meters is of greater 
importance than a repair crew attempting to restore power to a hospital? These crews 
are often unable to contact the main-switching center simply because their communication 
frequencies are loaded... this case is not fanciful, it happens daily and hourly. These 
services have a valid demand for public frequencies and they have the political power to 
get them! Who do you think protects your interests against this type of pressure? Who 
fronts for you at ITU and the FCC - in answer it is only ARRL. The right to use our fre- 
quencies must be earned daily - not based on having been helpful during WW-2, but what 
did you do yesterday to earn the right to a portion of the frequency spectrum today? The 
fact that we have any frequencies at all is, in large part, due to the continued work and 
respect earned by your only valid representative - ARRL! Your support, financial and 
verbal, of the ARRL, and even more important your active participation in its affairs 

will guarantee the continuance of your radio privileges - absolutely nothing else will do 
the job. Get active in League activities - both the League and you will profit, "' 


"I have been talking - you have been listening - we may not see eye-to-eye on some, or 
even many of the items I have mentioned...after all, they are my opinions and you are 
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entitled to yours. Only one thing I know to be right - that Amateur Radio will be just as 
good as your interest init. Participate in Amateur affairs, Join ARRL, become an 
SCM, OBS, run for a directorship...get involved. I guarantee that a whole new world 
of experiences will open before you and that the whole world of Amateur Radio will be 
better for your interest and your effort....When you have done these things, all, or in 
part, you will then know who the ''Gang" at Newington is - in Pogo's language - you will 
have met the ''Gang'' and they is you!"

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STOP THE PRESSES -- ARRL BOARD MEETING HIGHLIGHTS 


Official Bulletin Nr 464 from ARRL Headquarters - Newington, Ct January 18, 1974. 

To All Radio Amateurs: The ARRL Board of Directors in Annual Meeting January 17 and 18 unanimously voted 

to continue strong poopsition to proposals of the Federal Communications Commission and other agencies and 
groups to use presently allocated amateur bands for non-amateur purposes. An expanded office facility in Wash- 
ington plus a periodic ARRL newsletter will be directed to Federal agencies and Officials. The Board thanked 
FCC for its recent relaxation of Repeater Application Procedures and voted to continue seeking easing Repeater 
Rules. New ARRL First Vice President is W4KFC, with VE3CJ and W@BWJ as new additional Vice Presidents. 
W4ACY thus becomes Director from the Roanoke Division and VE2MS Director from Canada. VE3CJ is thus nom 
inated as President of the Intemational Amateur Radio Union. New members of ARRL Executive Committee are 
W4WHN and W5EYB. Elected as Directors of the new ARRL Foundation were WIMBK, WIQV, WA4GFY, 
W4DQD, W6KG, W6ZRJ, W8ETU, WSBB and WOPAN. Club Affiliation Rules were expanded to include other 
national or large area Amateur Societies and Coubcils as well as youth groups such as Boy Scouts. Public Rela- 
tions Assistants will be named in each Division by Directors. Financial support of AMSAT was continued pend- 
ing eventual funding by the Foundation. The Technical Merit Award went to Larry Kayser VE3QB for outstand- 
ing performance in control of OSCAR 6. More technical articles will appear in QST, paper availability 
permitting. The 1977 National Convention will be held in Toronto. DXCC pins will be made available to mem: 
bers at cost. Committee studies were ordered of Technician privileges, Emergency Communications pamphlets, 
Rule 9 of DXCC, QSL Bureau procedures, 6-meter repeater interference, Director election procedures, amateur 


participation in the sister city intemational program, AND a HQ Reference Library. Minutes of the meeting 
will appear in March QST. AR.

Time was that you could drive behind a car on the expressway, see that it had a ham an- 
tenna on back, and beep out a ''HI'' on your horn, knowing that you'd get a wave or a "HI" 
right back. That was a long time ago (it seems) and those things don't seem to happen 
these days. 


It led to good thing and to embarrassment too. I remember on a trip from New York to 
Florida in the summer of 1951 or '52, getting behind a sedan which has what looked like 
a ten meter whip on the bumper and tooted a couple of ''HI' calls at the driver, I should 
have looked at him instead of the antenna! When he pulled over to let me go by, the car 
turned out to be a local police vehicle (still using low-band radio) - and that happened to 
me more than once, 


I didn't learn my lesson, which is just as well. The next year, driving through Hannibal, 
Mo., on a day with the mercury up around 100 degrees or so, I got behind a W@ and 
signalled. The result was an invitation to his home, cold lemonade and a very pleasant 
visit. Once ona street in Montreal I met a VE2 the same way; we stopped to talk, were 
joined by a travelling VE3 and then picked up another VE2 to make it a street corner ham- 
fe st. 


But this doesn't happen any more. ~I don't know if it is the general cool attitude of people- 
these days - I would hate to think that hams have gotten that way - or it may be lack of 
familiarity with CW. I know it is pointless to honk 'HI"", or any other signal, at a car with 
a ham license plate and a 5/8th wave two meter whip on the deck. Many of these guys don't 
recognize any call that does not come through the repeater! And did you ever try to send 
a 10 signal on an auto horn? Likewise it isn't healthy from a law-and-order standpoint any 
more, what with so many municipalities passing strict anti-noise ordinances.
